The subject application has been allowed, but is currently delayed in issuance due to a Query 
Rush. To facilitate completion of the Query Rush and in accordance with a request from Examiner 
Fredman, attached is a duplicate copy of the executed Declaration and Power of Attorney, as well as 
a legible copy of the Forms PTO-1449, which were submitted to the Patent Office on November 20, 
2001 (a duplicate copy was submitted on May 7, 2004 with an Amendment).
